Fatal accidents formed the fifth I 
I leading cause of death in Pennsyl- 
1 vania in 1930, the bureau of vttaT 
'statistics 
announced 
Tuesday 
There were 8.853 deaths from ac­ 
cidental cause, which was at the 
rate of 88 9 for every 100.000 popu­ 
lation. 
“If suicides and homicides were 
added to this list, the rate would bt' 
second only to heart disease.’’ the 
bureau reported 
‘The seriousness 
of this record is evident when it is 
considered th a t a large m ajority of 
the# deaths could have been pre­ 
vented. 
In 1930 
external 
causes 
constituted 9 2 per cent of the total 
m ortality.” 
Automobile 
fatalities 
outranked 
all others, the 2,424 from the cause 
being 28.2 r*r cent of the total. 
Accidents associated with transpor­ 
tation resulted disastrously in 3.106 
cases. 
Of these, sixteen were air­ 
plane travelers. 
Railroad accidents 
caused 519 deaths, with the auto­ 
mobile an accessory in 79 of them.

statistics, the bureau reported 1,192 
accidental deaths of children u n ­ 
der ten years, most of them killed 
by automobiles, while 849 persons 
over 75 years of age were killed, 
mostly as result of falls. 
Although 
fatal accidents are more numerous 
in urban territory than rural dis­ 
tricts. the difference in proportion 
to population is slight, the bureau 
added.

Two bailiffs summoned police aid 
when a crowd of negroes, estimated 
by poi toe at more than 500, gathered 
and threatened them as they start­ 
ed to move to the street the belong- 
as dark ings of a negro family.

tion are entitled to two weeks no­ 
tice and pay when dismissed from 
the service.

It recalls the occasion 
several years ago when the European corn borer produced an alarm 
among the farmer-, and also a Si0,000.OOO appropriation for its eradi­ 
cation 
Some of the $10,000,000 may have reached the farmers, but 
most of it went into expensive machinery and to paym ent of the 
salaries of inspectors and other jobholders 
And when the smoke had 
cleared away the t orn borer was till there, but the $10,000,000 was no­ 
where to be seen 
Another instance was in Florida, where the citrus fruit industry 
was reported to bt rn clanger of annihilation by the M editerranean 
fruit fly. An appropriation of $4 300.000 for relief was soon eradicated. 
But when an embargo was placed sh,parents of the fruit a number 
of Florida banks began to fail 
And immediately the experts got to­ 
gether hurriedly and concluded thai tire fruit fly menace was under 
control and the embargo might be lifted m tim* to let the crop go out 
and ease the economic situation 
Let it be hoped th at the grasshopper-ridden farm ers will be more 
fortunate with federal aid than were the corn-borer-ridden farmers 
and Hie fruit-fly-ridden fruit growers of Florida 
W hat will happen 
to th* grasshoppers rem ains to be seen but the eradication of $17.- 
000.900 seems assured.
